Brewers of Other States Who Are

Affected bv the Law May
Take Case Into Federal

Supreme Court. GENERAL SANDICO SUCCEEDS
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Missouri brewers have decided to ac-

cept the compromise for settlement of back
inspection fees offered by the last Legisla-
ture, according: to a St. Louis brewer, who
has taken an active interest In the matter
and who d paying the fees.

The settlement will be made Monday or
Tuesday by attorneys representing all the
brewing interests of the State. Brewers
of other States, who are affected by the
law. it is understood, may carry the fight
Into the United States Supreme Court on
the ground that It is In conflict with the
interstate commerce law.

The Missouri brewers will settle the claim
of the State against them on the basis
of 10 cents a barrel. The amount they will
have to pay, it is estimated, wUl be about
$220,000.

The thirty days' limit for the payment of
back beer inspection dues will expire next
Monday, as the bill authorizing Governor
Dockery to rettle with the brewers on a

basis passed the As-

sembly March 15.

In the last week of the General Assembly
Governor Dockery had prepared two bills
dealing with the inspection of beer. In
one the inspection fee was reduced from 40

to 20 cents a barrel, while the other au-

thorized the Governor to accept a sum of
money equal to 10 cents a barrel in pay-

ment of defaulted fees.
After the Missouri Supreme Court de-

clared valid the law passed by the General
Assembly two years ago, a motion for a
new hearing was entered by the attorneys
representing the brewers. This motion
has not as yet been acted upon by the
court. There was a great deal of talk soon
after the Supreme Court decision to the
effect that the case "would be carried on
up to the United States Supreme Court for
settlement, and that Kansas City brewers
were in favor of carrying on a further
fight against the law. This was denied
later, however, and at a meeting of the
brewers in St. Louis about two weeks ago
the matter was left with a committee of
live and the attorneys representing the
brewers.

FAIR SITE BILL

President McMath Votes Against
Proposed Xew Ordinance and

Matter Is Laid Over.

The new World's Fair site ordinance was
discussed by the Beard of Public Improve-
ments Friday afternoon, but when its adop-
tion was .voted upon, Messrs. Hermann and
McMath voted against it. A reconsideration
of the vote was ordered, thuo laying the
matter over until the next meeting, when it
will come before President Hiram Phillips.

As prepared, the new ordinance gives
either O'Fallon or Carondelet Parks and
that portion of Forest Park bounded as fol-

lows: On Clayton road, along the west line
of Concourse Drive, a distance of 2,530 feet,
thence north to the east end of the large
lake, a distance of 1.200 feet, thence continu-
ing northwardly 2.C00 fiet to the intersection
of Llndell boulevard and De Ballviere ave-
nue.

One section of the ordinance gives the
Mayor and Comptroller and the Board of
Public Improvements one vote each in se-

lecting any of the World's Fair buildings
for the city's use after the fair. Commis-
sioner Hermann discussed this point at
length, saying he believed the buildings
should be selected by the city before they
are used for the fair.

FOB EXPLANATION,

Beports of Irregularities in Manila
Postal System Brought Director

General to Washington.

Washington. April 12. E. W. Vaille, for-
mer Director General of Posts in the Philip-
pines, and now an Assistant Superintendent
ot the Railway MaU Service, waa here Fri-
day in connection with the statement in the
report from Auditor Lawsche, at Manila,
that "the accounts of the postal service
were very unsatisfactory." Mr. Vaille es-

tablished the service in the Philippines and
remained there until several months ago.
He was called here from Philadelphia at the
request of the Postmaster General to ex-

plain the facts in the case. He had long In-

terviews with Postmaster General Smith,
Assistant Postmaster Shallenberger and
Colonel Edwards of the Insular Division of
the War Department, ne explained tne op-

erations generally during his regime.
Under his system, he explained, the post

office revenues were collected and held by
the postal service and the expenses paid
'from the revenues, the balance being trans
mitted to the Insular treasury.

Since receiving that letter Mrs. Simel hasnot had any tidings of her husband, and
does not know whether he was killed forthe purpose of robbery, whether ho lost hislife on the perilous voyage up the Yukon orwhether ha died later of hardship In thegold fields.

Mrs. Simel continued to live in Portlandfor two years, and then came to St Louis.
